deputy chairman Ho Kari handled all business of importance. In both tha Care 
tral Committee sad the Supvlementary Commiitee of the merged labor partieg, 
the North Koreans maintained a ratio of three to one over the Sauth Koreana 
by reserving most of the seats (40 and 20 respectively) for delegates of the 
farmers! and workers’ organizations.

With the commencement of the war in June 1250, conflicts within the Korea 
Labor varty were naturally intensified, as both pro=Sovles end South Korean 
flements fought for rule in the oecunied nortions of South Korea. PAK H8n-y dng, 
who had all but lost his underground organization in South Korea with the ar= 
West of his azents KIM Sameyong ( 2 by ) and YI Chnsha ( & # sa ween, 
was @ager to ree-sstablish a nolitigel bag@ in the south and ol Snned to attach 
his men as political officers with North Korean military units. His niang 
were frustrated by HO Kael, who claimed sole charge of dianatching nolitical 
organizers_to South Korea, with the arguments that because there were ro in= 
surrections of South Koreans in conjunction with the North Korean adwanee, no 
SKLP organization existed in the south; and that exiled South Koreens in the 
north would be discredited to theiz friends at home and could not be counted 
on for such invortant missions as nolitical organization. 


The controversy over contrel of the south delayed the selection of a chairman 
for the Seoul City Comittee. Eventually two former SKLP leaders, YY Swnpvon 
( 4 «dé R@ ) and KIM Ungenin ( Az. TA)» were annointed chaixman and denuty 
chairman respectively, but all other dnvortent ~Fovincial end local nositions 


_ were reserved for the vro=Soviet faction's nominees. Qualification tests for 


office were all handled by the MKLP pro-Soviet Grogan. There continued to be 
differences on nolicy within the southern ocersettion government, vertisulariy 
with regard to the treatment of South Korean Communi stse The SKLP group felt 
that Communists whe had backalid but confessed their error end reaffirmed 

their allegiance to the party should ve granted amnesty and used in the zoey» 
ernment. The voro-Soviet groun, on the other hand, wanted to jail mest of the 
doubtful Communists, To vreserve some sort of orgenisation of the SKLE supe 


porters, PAK H&nes he provosed to organize then into e cuerrilla unit, which 


included even his most imoortant mene He was nermitted to do so, ginee KIN 
Tl=stng already had hic friend KIN Ch%aek as front Lins conmenisr, and nartly 
since the war in South Korea was not procecding as the North Koreans had ex= 
pected. 


After the succession of inklitery movemants resulting in the UY withdrawal to 
the south in late October, the Koréa Labor Party required a conmlete reorgan= 
ization. They orgenized a series of "self-criticisn® metings, in which the 
blame for the military situetion was oushed off on the noaSeviet groun. The 
party leaders, In an official conferense on 23 Decerber, ***** not cnly vurged 
KIN Muechdng end HO Song-Paek but accused the SKLP of failure to summors the 
North Korean action. ‘The SKLP d4d not admit the charge bai chose as acanegoat 
the chairmen of the North Kangwon Province Conuni ttee, whe wes exnelled., The 
provincial chairmen in all areas vere amraised, end those of the pre-Soviet 
group were commended. No difference of oninion wes vernisted from any other 
faetion,

the pro-Soviet, the Chinese-trained (Yenan) group, and the native 
Communists who remained in Korea and were not trained abroad, 


Comment, According t Kang-kuk was an active 
ch-ySng for the South Korean Labor Party immediately 
after the Second World War. He was also a member of the North Korean. 
People's Canmittee, He was accused of disloyalty to the party line 
and deviationism; the Korean Cammunists felt that he had strayed from 
the party line. Because of these charges of disloyalty, he was 
required to take a period of study and reorientation before being 
received into the party councils agains therefore, he was sent to 
Moscow in the late fall of 1949 for a retraining course in the 
Communist ideology.
